It acta as a powerfal 
stringent, and even if he wanted to see he 
couldn't until the effect wears off. T4e 
lids are tightly closed, and if they are , 
forced open, there is a temporary film 
over the pupil which would deceive any ' 
but the skillful oculist.

Recently awhile man, named Wm. J. 
Buwlin, was^nvicteiL before the Circuit 
Court at l.>exingtari. Kentucky, of grand 
larceny, and sentenced to five years’ im- 
prisonQt^nt, for stealing aq qmQqnt of 
money from h negro named George Gard- 
ner, who was the principal witness against 
him. Bowlin’s coiwsel took the case to 
the Appellate Court, where the judgment 
of the C'ircuit Court was reversed, on the 
ground thiu, under the laws of Kentucky, 
a negro was not competent to testify 
against a wliite man. The following is 
the decision of the Appellate Court in 
full:

The Court being sutliciently advised, 
delivered the following opinion, to wit: 

NVm. J. Bowlin, a free while man, In- 
dicted for grand larceny in Fayette Cir- 
cuit Court being sentenced to the Ken- 
tucky penitentiary for five years, on the 
testimony of George Gardner, a free ne- 
gro, appeals to this Court for reversal of 
the judgment of conviction, on the ground 
that the Circuit Court erred in admitting, 
against the said protest, the evidence as 
competent. 

By the first Section of Chapter 107, 
Stanton’s Revised Statutes of Kentucky, 
page 470, it is enacted that a slave, negro 
or Indian shall he a competent witness in 
n case of the Commonwealth for or against 
a slave, negro or Indian, or in civil cases 
to which only negroes oc Indiana are par- 
ties, but in no other case." 

And this enactment never having been 
repealed by Kentucky, is now the law 
ruling this case in this Court, unless it has 
been abolished by the first section of the 
“Civil Ri^ts Bill," whereby Congress 
enacted “That all persons born in the 
I'nited States and nqt subject to any fsr- 
eign power, excluding Indians not taxed, 
are hereby declared to be citizens of the 
United States, and citizens of every race- 
and color, without regard to any previous 
condition of slavery or invohinfary servi- 
tude, exeept as a ponishmeat for crime,

States, to make and enforce contracts, to 
sue, be parties, and give evidence, inhibit, 
purchase, lease, sell, hold and convey real 
and personal property, and to full and 
equal benefit of all laws and proceedings 
for the security of persons and property, 
ss is enjoyed by white citizens, and aball 
be subject to like punuhmeat, pain* and 
penalties, and none other. Any law. 
statute, ordinance, regnlatidn. or custom 
to tbe contrary notwithstan^ng.’’ 

This enactment evidently applies to at^ 
Courts. State or Federal 

H Congress had constitutional power to 
repeal or control the Kentncky law, tupra, 
tbe foregoing act for legalising the testi- 
mony of free negroes hi bH cases is the 
law of this case, and tbe Circuit Court did 
not err in admitting the evidence of 
George Gardner, but if there waa no such 
power, that enactment was a mere tratum 
fufmen, aad not law, and the admission 
of the testimony consequently waa erro- 
neona 

However anarchy may, in fact, have 
lately predominated without the practical 
control of fundamental principles, the 
Conslitation of the United States is still 
rightfully the supreme law of the land, 
and as supreme over the will of Coagreas 
as it can he over thst of the President or 
of any citizen or party. Each State, so 
far as no* prohibited by her own Constitu- 
tion or that of the United Sutea, has the 
unquestioaable right to regulate her own 
domestic concerns and prescribe reme- 
dies, ineiwihty rules of evidence, in cases 
in her owa courts. And we presume that 
Congress would never* assume authority 
to regulate the testimony of free white 
citizens in State courts. 

The “Civil Rights Bill” has attempted 
no such presnmptuous absurdity. Then, 
whence does Congress derive its asserted 
authority for class legislation applicable 
to the evidence of the colored race alone, 
and whereby negroes might be made com- 
petent witnessesain cases in which, by the 
local law of the forum, white persons are 
made incompetent 

The only possible source of sneb anoma- 
lous power must be the constitutional 
amendment for abolishing slavery in the 
following words: 

“Section 1. Neither slavery nor involun- 
ta^ servitude, except as a punishment for 
crime, whereof the party shall bav* been 
duly convicted, shall exist either within 
the United States or any place subject to 
their jurisdiction. 

“Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion.”

Every 
business man may as well save himself a 
fine and costs, or at least the costs, bj- 
compiying with the ordinance. We give 
it again in full, so that no person caa say 
that they have not seen it: 

Ordinance No. 2«a. — Prohibiting certain 
obstructions on sidewalks. ■ 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall cause to 
he constructed or placed a bulk, jut, or 
window extending more than two feet 
from the lot into the street or alley, or 
any sign or sign post, horse-rack, scales, 
post; spout, or gutter, whereby the pas- 
sage of the street shall be 'incommoded 
or the view obstracted,.or shall cause to 
be placed oa a sidewalk any sign-post, 
pole, bofe, barrel, or other obstructions, 
»'ith the exception of awnings of canvas.s 
uptin iron frames, extending not more 
than twelve feet from tbe building, aad 
being not less than nine feet clear above 
tbe pavement, free from aide wings and 
awning frames, shall be fined five dollars.
